Another  thirty  percent  were  for  in¬ 
formation  on  U.S.  trade  with 
Canada,  USSR,  Latin  American 
countries,  Eastern-Europe,  and 
Mexico.  Twenty-two  percent  were 
on  General  Agreement  on  Tariffs 
and  Trade  (GATT).  Ten  percent 
were  on  the  meat  marketing  and 
feedlot  industry.  Eight  percent 
were  on  how  to  access  ALF 
(NAL’s  electronic  bulletin  board) 
in  general  and,  more  specifically, 
on  how  to  access  FAS  files  on  ALF.
